After five weeks of 
drying time, the shoe is sanded 
and finished. Some are left plain; 
others are carved or painted red 
and decorated. While tourists buy 
many of these shoes, we were 
told that people who work in the 
fields and wet lands of Holland 
buy thousands of pairs each year. 

Our days were crowded with 
exciting things to see and do. With 
the American dollar dropping ag- 
ainst the guilder, most of our 
souvenirs are in the form of the 
Many slides Dave took and our 
happy memories of the Nether- 
lands. 


Lately we have been busy with 
activities involving our military 
forces. The Tempelhof Open 
House was held this spring to 
commemorate the thirty year an- 
niversary of the Airlift. This has 
been held in the fall previously, 
but from this year on, it will be 
held each spring. We are fortunate 
to be here during the year it has 
been held twice. Last fall I wrote 
an article about it, and we learned 
Much more this spring. We spent 
quite a bit of time there selling 
various kinds of food and drinks 
for Cub Scouts, Boy Scouts and 
the Class of 1980. More than 425- 
000 visitors attended this 15th 
event. 

Col. Gayle Malvorsen, known as 
the “Candy Bomber” when he 
dropped candy tied to handker- 
chief parachutes to the children 
as he flew his 140 missions dur- 
ing the Airlift, returned to Tem- 
Plehof. Several of the children who 
received the candy came to meet 
him, some of them bringing the 
makeshift parachutes, which had 
been kept all those years. Col, 
Halvorsen was a real hero, as evi- 
denced by the hundreds of people 
who gathered to meet him and 
Sive gifts of flowers as he stood 
near his airplane. He was inter- 
viewed on radio and television, and 
his outgoing manner was very ev- 
ident as he conversed in German 
and English with his many ad- 
mirers, Paul was happy to receive 
ae autographed photo from 


Another World War II hero was 
honored that week end, also. Paul 
and I attended the ceremonies at 
which the U. S. Army Headquart- 
ers were named thé Lucious D. 
Clay Headquarters. The former U. 
S. Commander who engineered the 
Airlift died in 1978, and his wife 
and two song were present for the 
unveiling of the bronze plaque. 
The Army and Air Force Honor 
Guards and the Army Band were 
on hand, and officials from the 
British and French forces joined 
the Americans. The dress uniforms 
were very impressive to see, and 
the marching and drill team pre- 
cision was thrilling to watch. 


The next week end we attended 
the Allied Forces Parade held 
near the Victory Column on 
Strasse des 17, Juni. This street, 
which starts out near the Branden- 
burg Gate (which divides East and 
West Berlin) as Unter den Linden, 
changes names ten times along its 
30 kilometers through West Ber- 
lin. A 13-gun salute started things 
and must have stirred memories 
for so many Berliners, As the ten 
bands marched past, intersperced 
with Allied troops and motorized 
equipment of unbelievable variety, 
one has to be impressed. Ags we 
lined the sidewalk for a mile or 
more, hundred of German police 
maintained close security behind 
us and in front of the crowd, 

The area along the parade 
route had been the scene of vast 
destruction during the battle for 
Berlin in 1945, Jt was used as a 
Janding strip for small planes 
which needed access to Hitler’s 
bunker. On both sides of the 
street the once beautiful Tiergar- 
ten sacrificed its ancient trees to 
heat homes when coal was not 
available during and after the war. 
The Allied Powers sent the treas 
and replanted the Tiergarten, It is 
a beautiful section, but no trees 
there ate older than 35 years.

Simple tests to detect back prob.. 
lems in your children, 


“As the twig is 
the tree” could 
the child’s back is bent, so grows 
the adult.” A surprising number 
of back problems that show up in 
later life can be traced back to 
childhood accidents. This article 
describes four easy checks of a 
child’s posture that any parent can 
make to discover potential back 
problems early. If any are pre- 
sent, a professional examination is 
recommended, 


1. Shoulder Check — have the 
child stand straight. Both shoulders 
Should be level. One shoulder high 
is an indication of problems, 

2. Hem Check — check the 
skirt hem to see if it hangs erook- 
ed—or if every new skirt purchas- 
ed has to be altered on just one 
side, 

3. Bending Check — have child 
bend straight forward from the 
waist, arms hanging relaxed to 
the floor, Check on either side 
of the spine to see if the muscles 
‘bunch” tip, (A sign of scoliosis—- 
curvature of the spire.) 

4. Shoe Check — Chiidren wear 
out shoes in a hurry, Thig is ex: 
pected. But if one shoe wears out 
well ahead of the other—especially- 
if the wear ig centered on the 
edge of the shoe—the Possibility 
Of spinal problems exists,

Simple tests to detect back prob.. 
lems in your children, 

“As the twig is 
the tree” could 
the child’s back is bent, so grows 
the adult.” A surprising number 
of back problems that show up in 
later life can be traced back to 
childhood accidents. This article 
describes four easy checks of a 
child’s posture that any parent can 
make to discover potential back 
Problems early, If any are pre- 
sent, a professional examination is

1. Shoulder Check — have the 
child stand straight. Both shoulders 
Should be level.

2. Hem Check — check the

dustry, Rather than helping finance 
Projects developed by local fish- 
ermen the Saltonstall - Kennedy 
money has for years been used to 
Support the fisheries development 
programs operated by the National 
Marine Fisheries Service. Much of 
the money in the fund was left 
unspent and the Administration 
recently tried to dissolve the fund 
altogether, 

We were able to block the Ad- 
ministration’s move last winter, 
But it is clear that the money 
could be used much more effici- 
ently than it has over the years, 

The National Fisheries Develop- 
ment Act is an attempt to improve 
the fund, 

The key feature of our legisla- 
tion would require that at least 
half the money from the fund 
each year would go to help ‘finance 
programs developed at the local, 
State or regional levels to meet 
the needs of local fishermen, 

The bill also establishes a pro- 
gram designed to develop foreign 
markets for fish caught in the 
United States, Under the legisla- 
tion, no fewer than six fisheries 
marketing experts would be sent 
overseas to work full time on new 
marketing opportunities. 

The United States imports $2 
billion more seafood than it ex- 
Ports. With our own fishing re- 
source available through the 200 
mile limit, we ought to be doing 
a better job of exporting fish and 
fish products. 


The bill also would permit fed- 
eral financial assistance for boats 
and equipment designed to catch 
under-utilized species. 

The National Fisheries Develop- 
ment Act is a modest reform in 
our financing programs for the 
fishing industry. If enacted, it 
should improve the focus of the 
federal government's programs to 
encourage new fishing and pro- 
cessing methods, to find new 
markets and to make greater use

UNIVERSITY SOUTHERN MAINE 
OFFERS NEW DEGREE COURSE 


The University of Southern 
Maine this fall will become the 
first. institution of higher educa- 
tion in Maine to offer a four-year 
baccalaureate degree program in 
therapeutic recreation. 

And USM will be among only 
four other colleges and univer- 
sities in New England to offer a 
bachelor of science degree in the 
highly specialized field, 

USM’s new four-year program 
will train students to become the- 
rapeutic recreation specialists to 
work with elderly and handicap- 
ped at schools, hospitals, nursing 
homes, institutions, rehabilitation 
centers and camps and as consul- 
tants to public and private agen- 
cies, 

‘Graduates of the program, ex- 
plains USM’s Dr. James V. Sulli- 
van, will be trained to develop 
appropriate leisure and recreation 
opportunities for the elderly and 
handicapped and will be qualified 
to serve as administrators and 
Supervisors in a variety of thera- 
peutic recreation settings, 

“The need for therapeutic rec- 
creation specialists is growing,” 
reports Sullivan, a professor of 
physical education and recreation 
at USM. 

Five years ago, the University 
of Southern Maine introduced a 
two-year associate degree pro- 
gram in therapeutic recreation. 
That program, which trains grad- 
uates to become activity leaders at 
hospitals, schools and other set- 
tings, has grown from an initial 
enrollment of 20 to 83. 

Explains Sullivan, “This two- 
year program cannot, however, 
provide either an adequate theo- 
retical background or sufficient 
practical training to meet the 
complex and challenging respon- 
sibilities of a therapeutic recrea- 
tion specialist.” 

While the USM’s two year asso- 
ciate degree program in thera- 
peutic recreation prepares students 
to become activity leaders, the 
four-year program will prepare 
graduates who are knowledgeable 
in such areas as administration, 
supervision, program design, coun- 
seling and therapeutic interven- 
tion. 

Both of USM’s therapeutic ree- 
reation programs were designed 
by Sullivan, who has been with 
USM for 20 years. The Rumford 
native earned his bachelor's de- 
gree from the University of Maine, 
his master’s from the University 
of Delaware and his doctorate 
from Boston University, where he 
did his doctoral thesis on thera- 
peutic recreation. 

“This is a newly developing 
field,” says Sullivan, “and the 
jobs will be there for graduates.” 
Demand for therapeutic recrea- 
tion specialists is such, notes Sul- 
livan, that at least 20 students now 
enrolled in USM’s two-year thera- 
peutic recreation program plan to 
apply for admission to the bacca- 
laureate program this fall, 

“Apart from the state’s educa- 
tional systems,” he says, “numer- 
ous public and private agencies 
are potential employers of thera- 
peutic recreation specialists, For 
instance, the Maine State Depart- 
ment of Health and Welfare lists 
59 licensed hospitals, 125 nursing 
homes and 297 boarding homes in 
the state, In addition, two institu. 
tions for the mentally retarded, 
plus one for the blind and one 
for the deaf, four cerebral palsy 
centers, orle veterans’ hospital and 
three camps for handicapped 
youngsters are operated in the 
State of Maine," 

Additionally, the need for ther. 
apeutic recréation specialists in 
Schools will increase with the 
“mainstreaming” of handicapped 
children into public schools, 

About 80 students are expected 
to be énrolled in USM’s new bac- 
calaureate therapeutic recreation 
program during its first five years, 
“We expect to have students en- 
rolled from all over the State of 
Maine and from other parts of 
New England as well,” says Sulli- 
van. USM will continue to of- 
fer its associate degree program 
in therapeutic recreation also, 

A unique aspect of the four- 
year program will include a one. 
semester internship at agencies, 
‘hospitals atid nursing homes where 
students will be able to apply

ter School in Newry. What is a | 


mini event? Well, it consists of 
three different tests. First a dres- 
sage test. Dressage is a French 
word meaning training or school- 
ing. The aim of dressage is the 
harmony between horse and rid- 
er, The horse responds to aids 
given, whether walk, trot, or can- 
ter in a certain pattern the rider 
has memorized for the test. Each 
rider does theirs individually and 
is Judged accordingly and is scor- 
ed. The next phase is the cross 
country course, Again this is done 
on an individual basis. It is usually 
1% to 2 miles in length, but for 
this event will be 34 to a mile in 
Jength, with natural fences such as 
poles, logs, bushes, anything that 
One might encounter on a trail. 
This is scored not on form but 
whether the horse jumps or not. 
Each contestant is allowed three 
refusals at one fence. The third 
and final phase is stadium jump- 
ing. This is jumping like a class 
one might see at a horse show. 
The fences are slightly higher than 
those of the cross country, There 
is a rest period between each of 
the three tests. All of the scores 
are totaled and the rider and horse 
with the highest score wins. 

This mini event is on the ele- 
mentary level (fences 114 to 2 ft.) 
and pre-training levels (215 to 3 
ft.). Each division of level will be 
awarded 1 trophy and 6 ribbons, 
Anyone wishing to enter or having 
questions about entering, contact 
Kathy Carver, 824-2965 or 836- 
2693.
